proved are appropriations. 
Two or three 


dozen others are merely local in charac- 
ter, applying only to particular localities 
and involving no question of general im- 
portance. Evisu of the remaining laws, 
about 250 in number, many relate to 
minor aildirs of boroughs and townships

u: Vesii'I Strike tlio Ro.iks off Sllkii ari'l

For several days anxious inquired have 


been made regarding the Pacific Coast 
Steamship company's ship Mexico, which 
was scheduled to leave on her second 
trip to Dyea. When the vessel struck 
off Sitka, as reported in an earlier dis- 
patch, Captain Wallace and his officers 
quietly awaited their turn to be lowered 
over the side in boats. This waa per- 
formed without a hitch, splendid disci- 
pline being maintained, After the pas- 
sengers were safely off the crew turned 
their attention to the hand baggage 
which the passengers had in their cabins 
and the treasure und valuables belong- 
ing to the steamer. Now there was no 
time to attempt to save anything stow- 
ed below deck and as it was, everything 
in the cabins could not be secured, al- 
though the captain and crew stayed on 
the steamer until it was no longer safe 
to do so. They had not, been away from 
her when she made a final plunge and 
went down, stern first. She struck on 
her starboard bilge keel and a large hole 
was torn in her side. Only a short time 
before orders were sent to the engine 
room to send her under full steam ahead 
and consequently she went tight through 
the rocks.

Oompiehensive abstracts of all the im- 
portant laws having general application 
follow, together with summaries of all 
others in which the people of the Slate 
will be more or less concerned. 


1ST LA BOIt's IKTBIIBSTS. 


Labor interests get an unusual amount 


of legislation. What they fought for 
hardest is the law that if any officer, 
agent or employe of a corporation shall 
coerce or attempt to coerce an employe 
by discharge or threat to discharge be- 
cause of connection with any lawful la- 
bor organization, or shall abstract from 
an applicant for employment any prom- 
ise not to form or to belong to such an 
organization, orshall try to preventsuch 
a connection, or "attempt to interfere by 
any means whatsoever with an employe's 
free and untrammeled connection," the 
offender shall be liable to a fine of from 
81UOO to $2000, or imprisonment for not 
more than a year, or both. 


Other acts provide that eight hours 


shall constitute a legal day's work for 
mechanics, workmen and laborers in the 
employ of the State or auy municipal 
corporations therein, on public «-orks. 
and none but citizens of the United 
States or aliens who have declared their 
Intentions to become such and have 
lived In the State six months, shall be so 
employed. The law covers employes of 
contractors. 


All )«rsons, firms, ussociatlous or cor- 


porations are taxed three cents a day for 
each unnaturalizad nHM whom they em- 
ploy. They must, make quarterly reports 
to the County Commissioners, Diving 
particulars as to such employes, those 
officials supplying the blanks. The em- 
ployers are required to deduct and pay 
to the tax collectors all taxes assessed 
against such aliens. 


Mining laws prohibit employment of 


or otlifrcorporation, prima facie evidence 
in lawsuits between other parties, where- 
in the corporation has no direct or pecu- 
niary interest, but in which those ac- 
counts are involved through written 
allegations of errois therein or omissions 
therefrom. 
If these allegations are not 


sustained the parties making them shall 
pay the corporation such reasonable sum 
>is the Court may order for expense in- 
curred or loss sustained in the production 
of the accounts. 


The law requiring uniform reports 


from coiporations to the Auditor Gen- 
eral is extended to includ" all corpora- 
tions owning or operating railways, can- 
als, other transportation lines or tele- 
graph or telephone systems. For the 
occupation of laud by natural gas corn- 
panics the number of viewers is reduced 
from five to three and their pay limited 
to $2 50 per day of acttul service, and 
ten cents per circular mile for traveling. 
An amendment to the Corporation act of 
1874 
allows the incorpora1 ion of bodies 


for receiving and holding property, real 
and personal, of and for unmcorpora'ed 
religious, beneficial, charitable, educa 
tioual and missionary associations, and 
executing trusts thereof. 


Railroad influence secured the passage 


of an act that when railroad companies 
have constructed tunnel «r underground 
passageway for persons or traffic, or as a 
drainage w a y for land or mines, they 
may erect gates anil exact tolls from per- 
sons or for the traffic or drainage. The 
p,-iiod during which corporations of other 
States may hold real estate purchased at 
Sheriff's or other judicial sales u extend- 
ed five years. A like extension ii given 
to all corporations for holding and con- 
veying real estate bought tinder execu- 
tion or convened to them in satisf.ic'ion 
of debts. 


The act of 1876 for the iucorporatioii 


of insurance companies is amended so 
that any company organized thereunder 
may, by resolution of its Hoard of Direc- 
tors, approved by the Insurance Com- 
missioner, go into the Casualty msurancrt 
company, incorporated prior to the act 


by fermentation and oxidation, without 
distillation shall be branded "fermented 
vinegar," with the name of the fruit or 
substance used 
All distilled vinegar 


tnust be so branded. Various noxious 
substances ara spiralled under prohibi- 
'ion. 


Thn adulteration or coloring of cream 


or milk with boracic acid, salt, salicylic 
acid, salicylate of soda, or auy other in- 
jurious substance, is made a mBdetnea- 
uor, as is also theadnltern'ion, alteration 
or substitution of drugs or medicinal 
preparations.

after there was a terrible shock on the 
starboard side. So great was the momen- 
tum that the ship was carried through 
the reef which it is believed was the 
West Devil rocks and into the deep water 
beyond. Instantly thero was a call of 
the crew and without the slightest con 
fusion the seventy passengers on board 
were safely placed in the ship boats. 
Soon after t(»e vessel struck the heavy 
fog cleared, and it was bright and sun- 
shiny before she went down.

anthracite coal miners without a certifl- 
catfi of competency from a Miners' Ex- 
amining Board that is to be established 
in each of the eight inspection districts.

The wearing 
of the insignia, badge or button of any 
labor or fraternal organization, or the 
use thereof to get assistance, by a per 
son not entitled thereto, is prohibited. 


FACTORIES AND WOltKSIIOl'S. 


Under factory inspection law amend- 


ments minors and women shall not be 
employed more than 12 hours a day, nor 
80 hours a week. No child under 13 
years shall be employed in any factory, 
manufacturing or mercantile industry, 
laundry, workshop, renovating works or 
printing cilice. 
Without an affidavit 


filed by the parent or guardian, stating 
age, date and place of birth, no child 
under 30 shall beemployed in such places. 
After January 1,1898, it shall be unlaw- 
ful to employ any child under 16 who 
cannot read and write English, without 
a certificate of having attended school 
for 16 weeks during the preceding year. 


Suitable seats must be provided for 


girls aud women when not necessarily 
employed. Safety precautions at hoist- 
ing shafts, well holes, elevators and dan- 
eerous machinery are specified, 
No 


minor under 16 shall clean machinery in 
motion. Suitable washing and dressing 
rooms are required. Not less than 45 
minutes for the mid-day meal is allowed 


of 1870, having a paid-up capital of $.300,- 
000, shall, upon depositing with the In- 
surance Commissioner $200 000 in cash 
for securities, receive a certificate to 
transact one of the lines of insurance 
named in that act, viz : fire, marine, life, 
casualty and slock, aud also to reinsure 
the risks assumed by one company in 
any one of those lines.

Heating, lighting, means of 


egress in case of fire, and guarding of 
dangerous machinery, boilers, molten 
metal, etc , are regulated. 


Rooms in tenement houses shall not be 


used for manufacturing clothing, dress 
notions, puraes, feathers, artificial flow- 
ers, cigarettes or cigars. No employer 
shall engage persons at such work with- 
out a permit, which may be revoked if 
sanitary requirements are not complied 
with. Firms or individuals, before giv- 
ing contracts to such employers, must 
see the permit. 


In bakeries and confectionery estab- 


lishments no employe shall be permitted 
to work more than six days a week, and 
the week Is to commence on Sunday, not 
before 6 o'clock, D, m . ending at the 
same time the folIoft'iugSaturday. Other 
requirements include impervious floors, 
sufficient ventilation by air shafts, pipes 
or windows, and plastered aud painted 
or lime-washed walls and ceilings fre- 
quently well cleansed. Domestic or pet 
animals in such-rooms are forbidden. 


There are stringent regulations as to 


the storage of flour and meal food prod- 
ucts. Suitable wash rooms and other 
accommodations well apart from the 
bake rooms are required. Sleeping rooms 
for employes must also be separate there- 
from tmd in sanitary condition. Persons 
afflicted with consumption or other com- 
municable diseases must not be employed 
in such places. 


AFFECTING COIU'OBATJONS. 


Bosides the labor union law, corpora- 


tions aie affected by severJ.1 other acts, 
one making a sworn copy of book ac- 
counts kept by any common carrier, char- 
teieJ Btoiageor transportation company, 


counting substitutes or teachers of night 
schools, and one-third on the basis of tlip 
number of children of school ?.ge. Fif- 
teen Philadelphia llepresentatives, to 
get country votes for the B<-cker thrBe- 
Btth confirmation bill, voted for this law. 


All school districts are authorized to 


establish free kindergartens for children 
between three and six \ears of age. 
The 


Compulsory Education law is amended 
so as to increase from 13 to 1G years the 
age within which children shall be sub- 
ject to its provisions, unless between 
those ages they are in regular employ- 
ment. School directors or controllers 
shall in cities, and may in boroughs and 
townships, employ attendance officers to 
look after violations of the law, whose 
pay shall not exceed $2 a day. Special 
schools may be established tor habitual 
truants or children insubordinate or dis- 
orderly in the other schools. 


A registration of all children between 


the ages of six and 21 years shall be made 
by the assessors of voters, ar.d by them 
handed in to the County Commissioners, 
who shall certify it to the school district 
secretaiies. The asncseoi8 are to be paid 
for this service a per diem compensation 
equal for what they get for registering 
voters, but the number of days paid for 
shall not exceed ten. Tne teachers, who 
are to get the registers from the School 
Board secretaries, must report at the 
end of each month to the attendance of- 
ficer or the secretary the names of all 
children absent five days without lawful 
excuse. Principals and teachers, as well 
as parents and guardians, are subjected 
to t'ie penalties. 


In borough and township school dis- 


tricts indebtedness in excess of two and 
lesrt than seven per cent of the last as- 
sessed valuation of property can be val- 
idated by popular vote. The purposes 
for which a special school tax may he ap- 
plied are extended. In any city, bor- 
ough or township a per capita tax of $1 
may be levied annually for school pur- 
poses in lieu of the occupation tax.
